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Commercial  production  of  red  meat  in  the  United  States  totaled  2,  269  ^^^llion 
pounds  in  December--!  percent  above  December  1961,  according  |o  the  Ci^o|>  Report-"^ 
ing  Board.  This  was  5 percent  below  November  1962  production  of  2,  401  iq^llion 
pounds.  Commercial  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  Federally  insp^ted  api^ 
other  commercial  slaughter  plants,  but  excludes  farm  slaughter.

Red  meat  production  in  1962  totaled  27,  865  million  pounds,  2 percent  above  the 
production  of  1961.  Of  the  1962  volume,  14,  931  million  pounds  were  beef,  nearly  the 
same  as  the  previous  year;  '931  million  pounds  were  veal,  down  3 percent;  11,  208 
million  pounds  were  pork,  ^ 4 percent  from  a year  earlier;  and  795  million  pounds 
were  lamb  and  mutton,  down  3 percent.  Lard  production  for  1962  at  2,  363  million 
pounds,  was  1 percent  below  1961. 

Beef  accounted  for  54  percent  of  the  total  red  meat  production  in  both  1962  and 

1961.  Pork  comprised  40  percent  of  all  red  meat  production  during  the  past  year, 
compared  with  39  percent  a year  earlier.  Veal  made  up  3 percent  of  the  total  for 

1962,  compared  with  4 percent  in  1961.  Mutton  and  lamb  accounted  for  3 percent  of 
the  total  for  both  1962  and  1961. 

The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  during  1962  was  26,  093,  100  head,,  2 percent 
above  the  25,  634,  600  head  slaughtered  in  1961.  The  average  live  weight  for  slaught- 
er cattle  in  1962  was  1,  005  poiinds,  compared  with  1,  017  pounds  in  1961.  The  num- 
ber of  calves  slaughtered  in  1962  was  7,  442,  200  head  , 3 percent  below  the 

7,  701,  200  head  slaughtered  in  1961.  The  average  live  weight  for  slaughter  calves  in 
1962  was  223  pounds,  unchanged  irom  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  hogs 
slaughtered,  at  79,  253,  600  head,  in  1962  was  2 percent  above  the  77,  334,  700  head 
slaughtered  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  live  weight  for  slaughter  hogs  during 
1962  was  239  pounds,  compared  with  238  pounds  in  l96l.  The  number  of  sheep  and 
lambs  slaughtered  in  1962  was  I6,  828,  900  head,  2 percent  below  the  17, 190,  000 
head  slaughtered  during  the  previous  year.  The  average  live  weight  of  sheep  and 
lambs  slaughtered  was  97  pounds  in  1962,  compared  with  98  pounds  in  I96l.

the  month  totaled  1,980,800  head,  1 percent  below  December  I961  and  8 percent  below  November 
1962.  December  slaughter  cattle  averaged  1,022  pounds  per  head  live  weight.  This  was  5 pounds 
less  than  December  I96I,  but  22  pounds  more  than  November  I962. 

VEAL  PRODUCTION  DOWN  1 PERCENT  FROM  DECEMBER  I96I 


December  veal  production  at  70  million  pounds  was  1 percent  below  the  December  I96I  produc- 
tion of  J1  million  pounds,  and  11  percent  below  November  I962  production.  The  number  of  calves 
slaughtered  this  December  totaled  578,700  head,  6 percent  below  December  I98I,  and  1^  percent  be- 
low November  I962.  Calves  slaughtered  in  December  averaged  217  pounds  per  head  live  weight,  10 
pounds  heavier  than  December  I961  and  7 poimds  heavier  than  November  I962. 

PORK  PRODUCTION  5 PERCENT  ABOVE  DECEMBER  I961 

Pork  production  for  December  totaled  993  million  pounds,  5 percent  above  the  950  million 
pounds  produced  a year  earlier,  but  5 percent  below  a month  earlier.  The  hog  kill  for  December 
was  6,951^800  head,  3 percent  above  December  I98I,  but  8 percent  below  November  I982.  The  aver- 
age live  weight  of  hogs  sla\aghtered  during  December  was  2^1  pounds  per  head,  1 pound  more  than  a 
year  earlier,  but  the  same  as  a month  earlier.  The  amount  of  lard  rendered  per  100  pounds  of 
live  weight  of  hogs  was  12.5  pounds  this  December,  12.8  pounds  in  December  198I,  and  12.5  pounds 
in  November  I982. 

LAMB  AND  MUTTON  OUTPUT  3 PERCENT?  BELOW  DECEIVER  I96I 


The  lamb  and  mutton  production  in  December  1982  was  60  million  pounds,  3 percent  below  the 
62  million  pounds  produced  a year  earlier  and  8 percent  below  a month  earlier.  Sheep  and  lamb 
slaughter  during  December  totaled  1,2^9,300  head,  3 percent  below  December  I981  and  9 percent 
below  November  I982.  The  average  live  weight  of  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  dxiring  December 
was  99  pounds  per  head,  the  same  as  December  1981,-  but  2 pounds  more  than  November  I982. 

POULTRY  SLAUGHTER  UP  7 PERCENT  FROM  DECEMBER  I96I 

Poultry  meat  output  for  December  totaled  582  million  pounds  reac3y-to-cook  basis.  This  was 
7 percent  above  December  I98I,  but  23  percent  below  November  I962. 

During  I982  poultry  meat  output  totaled  6,988  million  pounds  ready-to-cook  basis.  This  was 
2 percent  below  the  I981  production  of  J, 121  million  pounds .
